SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


The schools in each district have been in the care of the. 
same teacher during the year; this is usually desirable. The 
teachers all had some previous experience in teaching and 
have proved themselves able and faithful in the performance 
of their duties. In some of the districts there are so few 
scholars that it seems desirable to seriously consider the mat- 
ter of uniting the schools. In that case, by suitably grading, 
three school rooms would accommodate all the scholars in 
town. ‘The average scholar has more ambition to excel, and 
is more interested in his studies when classed with others. 


Our school rooms are most of them more comfortable for 
summer than for winter terms of school. The blackboards 
in all the school rooms need to be repainted with some prep- 
aration suitable for the purpose. Blackboards should be 
used in nearly every study. Our best teachers have made 
good use of them, and they should be in good repair. 

There have been too many instances of tardiness during 
the past year. Parents are mostly responsible for tardiness. 
Let us try and teach our children punctuality in the future. 

There has been no change in text books. 

No. 1. Lizzie J. Willard, teacher. She was well fitted 
for her place ; scholars seemed interested in their studies and 
good progress was made. | 

No. 2. Mabel-E. May, teacher. She labored hard to in- 
terest her scholars. The improvement was _ satisfactory. 
Scholars were kept always at work while in the school 
room.

No. 8. Gertrude EK. Tolman, teacher. A Nelson teacher 
we may well be proud of.

Teacher tried hard to 
please and with more experience I have no doubt will sue- 
eeed well. 

No. 5. Carrie L. Hardy, teacher.. Another earnest Nel- 
‘son teacher. She was very energetic, and suceeeded in do- 
ing good work for the scholars. Class in geography, without 
books, did the teacher credit. 

No. 6. Leona C. Cheney, teacher. Scholars studious, at- 
tentive, and most of them reguiar in attendance. More en- 
‘ergy and force on the part of the teacher desirable.
